CHINA. 
SHANGHAI, 
“ The dates are down to the morning of the 23rd July. The 
P. and O. mail of 10th June arrived out on the 22nd July 
with telegrams to the 26th June; {but dates to the 25th had 
been received some days in advance via Kiachta, Since the 
departure of the French mail nothing of importance had trans- 
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pired. The case of Mackellar and Co. continued to be can- 
vassed, and the following extract from the Recorder describes 
the scene at the Consulate noticed in our last :— 

From Mackellar and Co.’s failure have sprung complications 
which threaten very serious} consequences unless his Serene 
Excellency, the Taoutai of Hankow, withdraws his threats and 
apologises to the merchants for his recent proclamation forbid- 
ding all Chinese from selling to the foreign merchants unless 
for sycee on delivery. Our Chamber of Commerce have held a 
spirited meeting, and the Consuls will present a solid front when 
appealed to. In connection with the affairs of the old house 
another difficulty has arisen, such as in the old China days, before 
England ‘changed her policy, would have led ere this to another 
war, if ample indemnity for the future had not been promised. 
It seems that a gentleman from a Shanghai house, with whom 
Mackellar and Co. had large connections, happened to be at 
Hankow, and the Honan teamen, exasperated by their late 
losses, demanded without the slightest reserve that he should 
be arrested. This Mr. Gibson, H.B.M. Acting Consul, very 
properly declined to do, as there was not the shadow of a proof 
that he had done anything of a criminal nature. The Chinese, 
numbering seventy to eighty, attacked’ H.B.M. Consul in his 
own judicial hall! They knew perfectly well who he was, as 
he was in full uniform. Mr. Gibson is still suffering from an arrow 
wound he received near Tientsin in 1863, while putting down 
an insurrection against the Imperial Government; and yet 
these wretches struck him in his enfeebled state, one levelling 
a blow at his heart, and two other miserable scoundrels striking 
him from behind. The Tingchais (messengers) of the Consulate, 
like abject cowards, did not lift a finger in their master’s de- 
fence ; the constable was absent, and not until Mr. Allen, the 


‘assistant, returned were the two gentlemen able to drive off 


their cowardly assailants. Here we see a representative of Her 
Britannic Majesty attacked in open day in his hall of office by 
men who have hitherto been looked upon as terribly in dread 
of the foreigner. The blow levelled at the British Consul at 
Hankow is a blow hurled, not only at all the Consuls of all 
the Treaty Powers, but it is an insult planted full in the face 
of every subject or citizen of each and every treaty Power, and 
it is an outrage that ought to be dearly atoned for. 

The following on Lyall, Still, and Co.’s affairs is from the 
Court and Consular Gazette :— 

“The report of the termination of the bankruptcy proceed- 
ings in the .case of the firm of Lyall, Still, and Co, of Hong 
Kong, is pregnant with matter for reflection. The compli- 
ments which the Chief Justice, the official assignee, the bar, 
and the secured creditors all united to pay to the bankrupts 
were, we have no doubt, sincere ; but what the particular con- 
duct of the latter may have been to have given rise to them we 
have not the faintest conception, ‘unless, indeed, the charmingly 
clean appearance of the bankrupts’ books elicited these marks 
We decline to echo the word ‘satisfactory,’ used 
by the bench, the bar, the assignees, Messrs. Jardine’s book- 
keeper, and by the creditors, because we fail to appreciate the 
applicability of the expression to the books of a merchant 
which show a deficiency of $635,935, against’assets of $6,054 
in unrealised, and perhaps unrealisable property, and $2,000 in 
cash. If this is the Hong Kong notion of what amounts to 
‘satisfactory,’ we are afraid that the credit of that little gem 
of the’ Southern Seas will not stand very high for the future 
in English or foreign markets. 
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“ We have no-wish or desire to make the downfall of the 
house of Lyall, Still, and Co. more painful to the partners and 
those’ connected with them than it is likely to prove. They 
have lost all, and some of them at least are of an age when it is 
weary, heart-breaking work to struggle against the difficulties 
of an attempt to begin the world again; but in the interests of 
commercial morality we must protest against the dictum of the 
learned Chief Justice when he granted the discharge of the 
bankrupts, to the effect that want of prudence in China was a 
very different thing to want of prudence in England. We 
confess that we are unable to recognise any distinction between 
the two. But is it simply want of prudence that brought 
the firm of Lyall, Still, and Co. into bankruptcy ? It is true we 
are told that the report of the official assignee was most satis- 
-factory, but in what particulars it was so;the newspaper report 
s silent. It would have been interesting to know up to what 
date the books of the firm showed a balance to its credit, or 
the last date at which it was actually solvent. There is no 
Mention of the private drafts on the firm, or of the private 
expenditure of its different members; aud above all there is 
no explanation afforded of the reasons by which Mr. Maclean 
justified to himself the handing over to the creditors of the 
firm the property of their English constituents to satisfy clam- 
 ourous bank managers, when he knew that the proceeds of this 
property was to be specifically remitted to England to meet the 
bills drawn in respect of it. As between the firm of Lyall, 
Still, and Co. and their Manchester friends at least, we 
may from the recent case decided in the Supreme Court 
of .Hong Kong conclude this was the understanding 
upon which the goods were entrusted to their care and 
sent out from England, and it is not very easy to understand 
how the conduct of the bankrupts was in this respect satisfac- 
tory. We are at all times inclined to think that complimentary 
expressions to litigants from the bench are uncalled for; but 
they are peculiarly so in a case like that under our considera- 
tion. We have no right to presume, after the evidence offered 
by the parties in the ‘ Min’ case, that Mr. Maclean did not 
know when he handed over the bills of lading of the Manchester 
goods in the bank that they were not the goods of his firm, 
because the presumption is that he knew perfectly well they 
were not; and if this presumption is well founded then Mr. 
Maclean was wrong, no matter the pressure to which he was 
exposed, in parting with the goods of A to pay B, and he was 
not therefore entitled to the panegyrics so lavishly bestowed 
upon him and his firm on the occasion of the grant of his dis- 
charge.”

Mr. Alabaster has collated a series of interesting notes upon 
Chinese commercial law, both as it may affect transactions with 
foreigners and as relating sulely to the Chinese themselves. It 
is singular, however, that while Chinese law is extremely full in 
criminal matters, “numerous collections of cases rendering it an 
easy matter for a judge to decide on almost any variety of cir- 
cumstances that may come before him, the same care does not 
appear to have been bestowed upon the common law.” And 
naturally where the law is thus meagre asa whole, it is 
specially so in those matters which bear more particularly 
on transactions between Chinese and foreigners, in which we are 
most interested. Indeed, it is doubtful, Mr. Alabaster says, 
whether there be “anything equivalent to our common law in 
England ; for although the judges profess to be guided by cer- 
tain principles of justice, decisions are greatly affected by local 
custom, and even more so by the particular circumstances of 
the case under consideration, such decision standing entirely by 
itsclf, and not, as in Europe, professing to form a portion of 
one harmonious system.” The present notes bearing upon the 
subject are therefore offered as the nucleus of a volume, which 
it may be hoped, others will enlarge and complete. 

In an action by Lowe, Crawford and Co. against A. Camp- 
bell for $591 for goods sold and delivered judgment was given 
for the plaintiffs, 

In the Bankruptcy Court before Mr. Goodwin, in re 
C. Treasure Jones adjudged bankrupt on his own petition, filed 
in the Court at Amoy on the 13th of May and on the 29th 
May it was ordered by that Court that this bankruptcy be 
prosecuted in the Supreme Court. Dr. Winchester claimed 
$1,200, originally secured by mortgage in favour of E. F. 
Duncanson, and by him assigned to the claimant—admitted. 
Farr and Co, claimed on promissory note dated Oct. 15th, 
$229,—admitted. W. H. Tapp claimed Tls. 1,750 on a 
judgment debt—admitted. The meeting adjourned to the 
19th September. 
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In re Maitland, Bush, and Co., adjudged bankrupts on their 
own fpetition, filed in the Court at Newchwang on the 28th 
day of August, 1866. Presentation of the petition removed 
to the Supreme Court by order dated 29th day of June, 1867. 
The bankrupts both appeared and surrendered. The allowance 
of 150 tacls per month for Mr. Bush was confirmed by the credi- 
tors present. Mr. Booth suggested the desirability of the matter 
being taken out of bankruptcy; and this being approved by 
the creditors present at the time the proposal was made (some 
had left previously), the Court decided to refer the question 
whether this proposal could be acted upon under the 10th 
section of the Act”to jthe Chief Judge. Failing this being 
carried out, the meeting was adjourned to August 15. 

From the following notification it appears that a special ap- 
plication has been made to the Court by the partners in 
Shanghai of Messrs. Dent and Co., independently of Hong 
Kong :—

The circular of Messrs. Fogg and Co. states :— 

Basiness is now more than usually depressed, and sales of any class of 
merchandise hard to effect. A large number of Chinese shopkeepers have 
been compelled to sell out their stocks for want of business, and prospects 
for a large trade are not bright. We quote, in most instances, asking 
prices, but sales at auction are only made with large loss. A few invoices 
oiiman’s stores have been offered at auction, and in most cases sold without 
reserve, realising losses to shippers. Stocks are now, however, becoming 
lighter, and we are in hopes of an improvement soon. Most of the stores 
at present on the market are now held by the original importers, and are 
held for invoice cost.

HONG KONG. 

The present mail brings dates down to the 29th July. The 
French mail of the 17th June arrived out on the 27th Joly, 
with telegrams to the 6th. ‘The gambling licence was the chief 
topic of interest. Our correspondent, in his letter of 28rd 
July, published in our issue of the 10th, has condemned the 
measure freely, but according to the Daily Press the majority 
of the community is in favour of the measure. The fol- 
lowing remonstrance has been addressed to the Governor by 
the gentlemen connected with the London Missionary Society, 
which, it is asserted, contains grave misstatements. We subjoin 
the documents in question that our readers may judge the 
matter :— 

London Mission Ifouse, Hong Kong, 
24th July, 1867. 

Str,—After the recent interview of Messre. Warren, Morris, and 
Turner, with your Excellency, when you were so good as to listen to some 
arguments against the proposed system of licensing gambling honses in 
this colony, and you intimated your intention of putting that system into 
Operation; we desire respectfully to lay before your Excellency the 
following objections, to which we venture to beg your earnest considera- 
tion. 

We object to, and feel in conscience bound to protest against, tl:is 
scheme, for the following reasons :— 

1. Because it has been introduced in an underhand, and un-English 


way. 
It is incladed in an Ordinance for ‘the Maintenance of Order and 
Cleanliness,” a title under which no one would look for such a measure.

The clause affecting gambling is worded ambiguously ; but any plain honest 
man would interpret it as meaning the very contrary to licensing the evil. 
It looks as if every care had been taken to blindfold the public on this 
subject. There has been no opportunity of eliciting public opinion here ; 
no opportunity of memorialising the home Government in opposition to it. 

2. Because licensing gambling houses will certainly lead to a large in- 
crease in gambling. 

The fear of the law, which is now a partial check, will be removed. The 
publicity of the licensed houses will ensnare many, who do not now go 
out of their way to search for them. Sailors, and other Europeans, will be 
tempted into them. ‘The proprietors will surround the “ hells” with every 
attraction. But argument is needless here. ‘The bare mention of the vast 
sum offered, and it is said, accepted for the licence, indicates an immense 
increase of gambling. 

8. Because licensing gambling houses will never lead to the “ ultimate 
suppression ” of the vice. . 

To pretend the contrary would bethe most barefaced hypocrisy. Every 
one who argues for the licensing, your Excellency included, does so on the 
ground that suppression is hopeless. The licensing will bring a large reve- 
nue which the Government will not easily resign. But if at any time the 
Government does withdraw the licences, the illegal gambling will then be 
harder to put down than ever. Yet by your own ordinance, your [xcel- 
lency is pledged to aim at the “ultimate suppression ” of gambling! 

4. We believe that a large proportion of the Chinese population of this 
place are opposed to this measure. Its introduction will have a seriously 
demoralising effect on the Chinese resident in the colony. 

5. Gambling is at present equally illegal by British and by Chinese law, 
in every part of the two empires. Only Jast year the Governor of Canton 
took stringent measures for the suppression of gambling in that city. The 
proposed measure will degrade both our civilisation and our Christianity 
in the eyes of the Chinese people. 

6. We believe that the Government has no right to countenance and 
sanction vice. 

By licensing gambling houses the Government will not only do this, but 
will actually protect and patronise that class of sharpers who make 
gambling their regular profession, and live by preying on the community, 
and (which is still worse) will itself take a share of their ill-gotten gains. 

For the above reasons we are compelled, though with much personal 
reluctance, to enter our solemn protest against this proceeding. We again 
thank your Excellency for the patient hearing you gave to arguments 
opposed to your policy; and are sorry to be constrained to announce to 
you that we cannot but take every possible measure, both here and in 
England, to obtain the reversal of this scheme.—We are, with great

GENTLEMEN,—1. I am instructed by his Excellency Sir Richard Graves 
MacDonnell to say that pressure of business bas prevented his earlier 
acknowledging receipt of your letter of the 24th inst. 

2. His*Excellency is obliged to you for bringing before him once more 
your reasons for condemning the policy of licensing gambling houses in 
this colony. At the same time he cannot help remembering that three of 
your number, at a recent interview, quite failed to give any satisfactory 
answer to his arguments in favour of that policy, and appeared entirely 
unprepared with any suggestions to meet acknowledged existing evils. 

3. The Governor does not feel called on again to discuss the question at 
length, but is bound to give a direct denial of your assertion that ‘‘ the 
measure has been introduced in an underhand and un-English way.” Such 
a statement is as untrue, as it is unreasonable to assert that a law for the 
‘6 maintenance of order,” is a title under which no one would look for such 
a measure,”—+4.e., for a measure designed to suppress illegal gambling—the 
present most fruitful source of disorders in the colony. 

4, The Ordinance No. 8 of last year was introduced publicly in Council, 
discussed publicly before reporters of the press, and contained the very 
same words as the amended Ordinance passed on the 17th of last month, 
viz.: ‘‘to frame such roles and regulations and conditions, as may be 
deemed expedient for the total suppression, or in the meantime, for the 
better limitation and controi of gambling in this colony.” 

6. The Ordinance of last year, like that of thepresent, contemplated if pos- 
sible the suppression, and, failing that, the limitation and control of 
gambling. ‘he Governor had then hopes that by increascd exertions 
gambling could be put down, hopes which, after the greatest personal 
efforts, aided by equal exertions on the part of several officers of the police, 
he has been obliged to abandon, as he found the attempt only led to the 
continued corruption of the police on whose efficiency the security of the 
lives and property of the community mainly depends. 

6. Those efforts, moreover, drove the incorrigible and numerous Chinese 
gamblers of the colony to resort to secret lairs, to live in a perpetual 
defiance of the law, and thus established numerous rendezvous of the worst 
classes, where nine-tenths of the burglaries and daring crimes perpetrated 
were planned. 

7. His Excellency might of course have Icft matters in that state, which 
be presumes is what you would advise, or he might resort to the other al- 
ternative of the Ordinance for “the better limitation and control of gam- 
bling,” which is the policy that he considers most consistent with his duty 
to maintain ‘ order.” 

8. Last month the colonial press gave extensive publicity to the Gover- 
nor’s declaration in C ouncil of his opinion that it would be wise to regulate 
what we could not suppress, and if publicity be un-Englisb, and ‘ calcu- 
lated to blindfold the public,” you will find itin extenso in the reported 
proceedings of the Legislative Council of the 17th ultimo. 

9. His Excellency would have expected from the deep interest which you 
feel in the question that you would then have avowed your opinions. It 
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may be a satisfaction to you, however, to know that members of Council. 
at least all the non-official members, so far back as the passing ofthe Ordi- 
nance last year, were well acquainted with and entirely approved of the 
alternative given to the Executive, if the suppression of gaming proved 
impossible. Such alao is the opinion of the most experienced residents here, 
men whose cpinions are entitled to equal weight with yours, for his Excel- 
lency presumes that you do not claim a monopoly of either sagacity or 
virtue. 

10. You allude to the “large revenue” which gambling licences will 
bring in, and some of your number have published letters imputing to the 
Government the most sordid motives. Your imputing such motives, when 
disavowed by the Government, gives them neither truth nor even increased 
probability. 

11. The Governor simply wishes to free gambling from its present ille- 
gality so far as to break up the gangs of illegal gamblers, whose cliques are 
now the schools and nurseries of crime, the continuance of which you ad- 
yocate. He would do go if he saw his way to such a result, without adding 
a cent to the public treasury. 

12. Ile cannot, however, make the Chinese aid in putting down illegal 
gambling otherwise than by rendering it essentially their interest to do so, 
nor can this be effected unless they have a large interest at stake with 
which illegal operations would interfere. The larger that interest, the 
greater and more effective must be their co-operation with the Govern- 
ment, and the more stringent the;power of the latter to enforce obedience to 
its regulations, because that co-operation and obedience must be propor- 
tioned to the sums invested and risked by want of co-operation and dis- 
obedience. 

13. Nevertheless, when the amount paid is sufficient for the above pur- 
pose, & point that can only be settled by experience, it is not desirable to 
increase it for mere purposes of revenue, and for that reason his Excel- 
lency has refused offers exceeding the amount accepted by more than 
$100,000. He will even be glad to find hereafter that a less sum than that 
now tendered will enable the Government to attain the principal legitimate 
objects sought, as above stated. 

14. In this small colony, situated within a mile of the mainland, there 
has been between the latter and this island an interchange to and fro of 
200,000 persons in the last six months, and his Excellency despairs of 
producing a moral impression against gaming on a community formed of 
such changing elements, and the individuals composing which are in the 
aggregate notoriously addicted to gaming. 

15. He prefers addressing himself to the practical question of protecting 
property by suppressing meetings of illegal gamblers and retrieving the 
efliciency of the now corrupted police. He does not believe that vice 
ceases to exist when he shuts his eyes and refuses to see it—and if that, 
which is a sin of deeper dye, is, from the necessity of the case, submitted 
to regulated sanction with the approval of the wise and good in England, 
for the prevention of disease, his Excellency cannot admit the distinction, 
without a difference, which would forbid his endeavouring, with a view to 
the suppression of crime, to control that which was not illegal by English 
common law, and his not denounced as a sin by the sacred law. 

16. He believes that under the new policy there will be more gaming, 
but by removal of its illegality the consequences will be far less pernicious 
to individuals or the public than its present more limited practice. His 
opinion on the probabilities of the case is at least founded on information 
as accurate and extensive as yours—though it may not be so offensively 
or discourteously expressed as in some of your recent publications. 

17. One system has been tried and failed. ‘Therefore another is now 
about to be tried. Should it also fail, the Governor has reserved complete 
powers to terminate the experiment at a moment’s notice. 

18. Finally, his Excellency desires me to add that he does not believe 
there is any individual amongst you so reluctant, personally, as he is 
himself to introduce a system the object of which it is so easy for irre- 
sponsible declaimers to misrepresent in general appeals to morality, for 
which there will ever be a ready audience too indulgent to suspect that 
the morality advocated is but a lazy acquiescence in the same vice under 
more revolting and dangerous conditions. 

19. Argument would be useless with those who can see no difference 
between the special and exceptional circumstances of Hong Kong and 
[leligoland. What might be an unjustifiable policy in England, er in a 
colony inhabited by a European race with an efficient police, may be, in 
the cause of order and general security, an absolute necessity in a small 
community of 2,000 foreigners amongst 130,000 Chinese, whose co-opera- 
tion in the suppression of illegal gambling, the source of so much crime, 
can only be expected by giving them an interest in limiting its practice to 
a few fixed places under Government surveillance.—I have the honour to

The following comments on the gambling licence question are 


from the China Mail :— 

‘The ‘case’ is this:—The Governor proposes to raise a revenue from 
Chinese gambling tables, by licensing them, and he estimates the revenue 
derivable from that source at from €250,000{to $300,000 per annum. The 
memorialists object to licensing at all. There is athird party, including our- 
selves, who advocate licencing in order to give the power of regulating and 
controlling, but without any view to deriving pecuniary profit from the vices 
of Chinamen. His Excellency Sir R. Graves MacDonnell thinks, however, 
that it is perfectly consistent with the honour of the Crown which he re- 
presents that the expenses of its administration in Hong Kong should be 
partially defrayed by what can be obtained from the public gaming tables 
of the Chinese. ‘There is no social or pecuniary necessity for such a very 
objectionable mode of raising money for the use of Government here. His 
Excellency has committed a blunder. The Stamp Act is available honestly, 
and would yield more money than Sir Richard requires. Why he has pre- 
ferred to trade upon the vicious propensities of Chinamen, instead of carry- 
ing out a law to which Her Majesty has assented, has yet to be satisfac- 
torily explained. It will be seen that Sir Richard, in his reply, mrikily 
insinuates that it is not his intention to aid the general revenue by aach 
means, and this may, perhaps, be regarded as a sign of repentance.” 

And the following from the Daily Press :— | 

‘The conventionally religious views of the intention of the Government 

with respect to Chinese gambling, has been put forward with much pomp 
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and parade of sapailative virtue by Mr. ‘Morris, the successor of Dr. om 
in a letter addressed to the Evening Mail, and it is perhaps desirable to 
notice the arguments or assertions made use of, even if they have received 
up to the present time only a limited publicity. That, as the groundwork 
of the highly moral lessons in his letter, he has found it necessary to com- 
mence with a monstrous misrepresentation of what it is which is really being 
done, will be in itself a sufficient answer for many people to the irrelevant 
denunciations of the crime which he lays at the door of the Government. 
All who have any means of arriving at the real motives with which the 
Government has been actuated, and which have influenced those who 
have previously advocated the step about to be taken, will know it is 
directly calumnious to assert that the issue of gambling licences has been 
determined on because ‘ money is needed.’ It is simply nonsense to talk 
of ‘ legalising, and hence participating, in gambling,’ in order to ‘ filch 
$300,000 out of degraded heathen.’ After vain efforts to put a stop to 
gambling amongst the Chinese altogether, after pushing those efforts a 
great deal further indeed than they ever ought to have been carried, after 
it was found that persistence in the course of regarding gambling as an 
offence against the law led simply to the wholesale corruption of 
the police and a variety of other evils, without reforming the 
Chinese themselves in the slightest degree, the Government finally came 
to the conclusion that the only rational course left was to accept the gam- 
bling houses as an inevitable necessity in an island mainly inhabited by 
Chinese, and it reluctantly decided on the legalisation of a limited number 
of such establishments as the only means of putting the numberless illicit 
houses, each of which was far more injurious and demoralising to the peo- 
ple than by any authorised house, watched by the police, could possibly 
be. Then the question of licence fees came up, the principle of granting 
licences being acknowledzed as inevitable, and crowds of people came for- 
ward, bidding one against another, as we have already explained, for the 
privilege of holding these licences. What motive except that 
of deliberate hypocrisy, could the Government then have for 
refusing the large offers and leaving in the pockets of some 
favoured private speculator, the enormous profits to be made out of 
the gambling licences? Inthe hands of the Government the profits will 
be turned to useful public purposes; in the hands of individual contrac- 
tors they would be, indeed, a simple payment for pandering to a vice. 
Perhaps people who are so indignant with the Government for accepting 
something like the real value of the licences it has determined to issue, are 
not aware that one of the first uses of the comparativcly large pecuniary 
resources which will be put in its hands by the introduction of the licences, 
will be the erection of a new Civil Hospital, which has long been so 
urgently needed.” 

Her Majesty’s gunboat Janus left Hong Kong on the evening 
of the 17th instant having on board a mandarin and the 
Chinese who have given information respecting pirates. The 
Janus anchored that night, and next morning arrived at Deep 
Bay, where she fell in with a fishing junk whose master fur- 
nished some valuable information. According to him a pirate 
junk had been there the day before, having on board a heavy 
armament and some 80 men, This man was retained on board 
as pilot, and the commander of the Janus endeavoured to take 
the gunboat up to Shami, the place to which he had been 
instructed to proceed. While searching for a passage the 
masts of a junk were seen over the land, she having been run on 
shore and deserted by her crew. Efforts were made to get the 
Janus within gunshot, and she managed to get within half a mile 
of the junk when the shoal water stopped her. Jieut. Lloyd 
now called away his boats, and pulled for the junk, taking care 
that his approach was covered by the gunboat. A sharp fire 
of musketry and jingalls was opened on the advancing boats 
from parties stationed on the shore and the surrounding hills, 
and Lieut. Lloyd made for the cover afforded by the junk. As 
soon a8 he had boarded her with his men the natives on the 
beach were quickly dispersed by the fire kept up from their 
rifles, and this effected, the boats took the junk in tow, and 
although a heavy fire was kept up on them by the Chinese who 
had returned to their position, no casualty occurred and the 
junk was safely got out of gunshot. 

A few hours after capture of the junk, Lieut. Lloyd landed a 
party to search for the guns of the junk, which search proved 
unsuccessful. While it was going on a large party of pirates in 
small junks made a dash to recover the captured junk, but their 
attempt was defeated by a party of small-arm men advancing 
into the water covered by the marines on the beach. Two of 
these small junks were captured and subsequently burnt. 

The next day the Janus proceeded up to Shami, but unfor- 
tunately took the ground for nearly twenty-four hours, while 
searching for a passage. The charts of this neighbourhood are 
very defective, and it is not to be wondered at that Her Majesty’s 
vessels occasionally use their keels as sounding leads. The 
Janus managed to get to within two miles of Shami, and the 
mandarin on board having communicated with the authorities, 
Lieut. Lloyd destroyed, with their consent, two houses known 
as piratical haunts. The services rendered by Lieut. Lloyd in this 
expedition will, we trust, meet with due recognition in the proper 
quarter. 

The Prince Albert, a steamer belonging to a Chinaman of 
Hong Kong, named Quok-Acheong, which was illegally seized by 
the Canton authorities last year, under circumstances which 
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were amply detailed in ee columns at the fis, has bein 
finally given back within the last few days to her owner, on 
payment by him of $4,000. This result has been brought 
about by the determined intervention of the Governor of Hong 
Kong, aud the case, which is one of great injustice, is pot 
over yct. 

The Liverpool steamer Aganiemnon, which left Hong Kong 
on the 9th July, for Mauritius and England, broke her main 
shaft on the 13th, in lat. 9.38 long. 105.56 E. She had to 
return to Hong Kong under sail, and came inon the 26th. The 
Calcutta steamer Jightning also had to put back in conse- 
quence of a less serious accident to her machinery. 

A shocking and unintelligible tragedy has been enacted on 
board a Portuguese barque, called the Jeddo, which arrived here 
on the 15th July. She was on a voyage from Singapore to 
Hong Kong with a cargo of Straits produce, and about seventy 
Chinese passengers. On the night of the 4th inst. a number 
of the natives rose and murdered the captain, mate, second 
mate, and two of the Chinese sailors, badly wounding the other 
Europeans, Having committed this deed, however, they re- 
lapsed into a state of complete inactivity, and suffered the 
boatswain to take command of the ship, shape a course for 
Hong Kong, and finally, when another ship, the Veriéas, hove 
in sight, to make signals of distress and call assistance. The 
captain of the Veritas came on board, and learning what had 
taken place put his chief mate and four men in charge of the 
Jeddo, which was brought into this harbour without further 
difficulty. The coroner’s inquest, which has ‘been adjourned 
two or three times and is still sitting, has as yet failed in unra- 
velling the mystery which envelopes this extraordinary occur- 
rence, or in discovering any motive for the conguct of the,mur- 
derers. 

A meeting of the Hong Kong Hotel Company was held on 
the afternoon of the 17th, Mr. G. Overbeck in the chair. The 
chairman stated that 1,984 shares had been allotted, of which 
86 had been forfeited ; a sum of $30,550 still remained unpaid 
on the calls on shares, and the chairman much regretted that 
such was the case. Persons who had forfeited their shares 
would, the chairman said, have to pay up, else steps would be 
taken to that end. ‘The directors still looked hopefully upon 
the success of the company. 

The Caledonia gunboat has been launched by Messrs. Riach 
and Co., and is the third vessel of that class launched by them. 

In the case of the Comptoir d’Escompte and the Chartered 
Bankin the matter of certain goods per Min made over to the banks 
by Lyall, Still, andCo., Mr. Pollard (instructed by Mr. Caldwell) 
moved that judgment be signed, and the mon oy be paid. 
Security would, of course, be given, so as to provide for the 
appeal. Mr. Whyte (instructed by Mr. Sharpe), made some 
objections ; when Mr. Pollard suggested that it would perhaps 
be best to compel payment, as his learned friend did not seem 
willing to do so. The Court then rose. 

The repcrt of the case of Liebert against the official assignee 
of Lyall, Still, and Co., is as follows :— 

Mr. Whyte, instructed by Mr. Sharp, for the plaintiffs; 
Pollard, Q.C., instructed by Mr. Hazeland (Crown Solicitor), for the 
official assignee. ‘The judgment of Chief Justice Smale was as follows :— 

Mr. Whyte appeared on behalf of Mr. Liebert, and submitting to the 
jurisdiction of this Court in Bankruptcy he moved under Sec. 96 of the 
Bankruptcy Ordinance, 1864, that 100 bales of grey shirtings lately 
arrived at Hong Kong by the ship Pakwan, consigned to the bankrapts, 
and now in the possession of the official asssignee of the bank- 
rupt’s estate, might be ordered to be given up to Mr. Liebert. Mr. 
Liebert’s case is supported by the affidavits of Mr. Still, one of the 
bankrupts, and Mr. Parry, of the firm of Wilkinson and Co., the 
agent in Hong Kong of Mr. Liebert, with certain exhibits to these affi- 
davita, and by an affidavit by Mr. Sharpe, solicitor. The motion is resisted 
by Mr. Pollard, (.C., for the official assignee. Memorandum of admiasion 
signed by the solicitor for each party was put in, the principle of which 
admitted that the circumstances of the order for and transmission of the 
goods now claimed to Hong Kong were identical with those which appeared 
on my notes in the action in the Ain case, subject only to a question 
whether the letters and documents in this case, not identical with those in 
evidence in the Min case, affect the question. I am of opinion that these 
letters and documents do not so alter the circumstances, which I have fully 
reconsidered as to induce me to differ in the present case from my decision 
in the fin case; and I am upon the facts in this case, as I was in that 
case, of opinion that the transitus of the goods now claimed had not ter- 
minated until after the demand made in the harbour of Hong Kong, and 
as it is admitted if the transitus had not terminated, properly made by 
agents here on behalf of Mr. Liebert, and as against the bankrupts them- 
selves, a proper and sufficient stoppage in transit was made according to 
the contention of Mr. Whyte. 

Again, Mr. Whyte contended that the heading of the invoice created an 
equitable lien on the goods in the hands of the bankrupts in favour of Mr. 
Liebert, as a charge to secure the due payment of the bill of exchange for 
£3,468 9s. 2d., the price of the goods. I held in the in case that as the 
bankers took the bills of ladiug for value without notice of the invoice, the 
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equitable lien on trust did not affect them. I amin the present case 
however, on the whole, of opinion that the terms expressed in the heading 
to the invoice created either an equitable lien on the goods themselves, or 
otherwise that a trust attaching on the goods in the hands of the bank- 
rupts to have the proceeds of sales applied up to the amount of the bill, 
£3,468 9s. 2d., in duly honouring that bill, but that any surplus would 
accrue to the bankrupts. It is agrecd that probably the proceeds of sale 
of these goods will be more than £3,468 93. 2d. I am of opinion on this 
branch of the argument that as between Mr. Liebert and the bankrupts 
he is entitled to the proceeds of the sale of the goods up to the amount of 
the acceptance for £3,468 9s. 2d., but that the proceeds subject to that 
payment would have belonged to Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Co. 

At the hearing a question arose whether Lyall and others having be- 
come bankrupts before the termination of the transitus, and also before the 
act of stoppage in transitu occurred, the bankrupts were not then in pos- 
session with the consent of the true owners under what is called the order 
and disposition clause, Sec. 97, of our Bankruptcy Ordinance, 1864, 
equivalent to Sec. 125 of the English Bankruptcy Act of 1849. Mr. 
Whyte denied that the clause applied, but Mr. Pollard argued very ably 
that it did. It is clear that both grounds of the right of stoppage in 
transitu and the equitable lien or trust would be as good against the 
assignees in bankruptcy as againet the bankrupt himself, but for this clause, 
for the assignee, not being assignee for value but only assignee foropen action 
of law, without such clause can take only what the bankrupt had and 
subject to all charges which affected him. 1 am of opinion that whilst 
in transit the goods were not in the order and disposition of the bankrupts 
within the meaning of the clause and could be stopped in transitu after 
the order and disposition clause became law, and as much as in cases be- 
fore that law was introduced. Ellis v. Hunt 3 T.R. 465 was a case 
before the present law created by the order and disposition clause 
in a case which by great promptness the assignee in bankruptcy, 
merely by putting his mark on goods which up to that time 
had been in transitu, terminated the transitus and reduced the 
goods into his possession, defeating the right of stoppage in transitu which 
it was assumed otherwise existed. In that case, p. 467, Lord C. J. Kenyon 
said that Lord Hardwicke had established a very wise rule that the vendor 
might resume the possession of guods consigned to the vendor before 
delivery in case of the bankruptcy of the vendee. That the law thus 
stated has not been changed by the introduction of the order and disposi- 
tion clause is clear from the language of Mr. Baron Parke (now Lord 
Wensleydale) in Gibson v. Carruthers (iu 1841) 8 M. and W. 334. “In 
cases of bankruptcy and insulvency the law founded on an equitable prin- 
ciple permits the unpaid vendor at any time before the arrival of the goods 
at their place of destination or the vendor’s actual possession to resume 
possession.” I do not see that the point has been actually raised in any case, 
but there are some principles of law so plain that they are not raised, 
and 1 believe this is one of them. I think Mr. Pollard said all that could 
be said in favour of his client, rather on my own sugyestion than because 
he relied on it. Iam also of opinion that in the circumstances of this 
case the trust having ab initiv attached would have continued altached to 
the goods in the hands of the assignee if the stoppage in the transitu had 
not prevailed. 

On the whole I decide firstly, Mr. Liebert, having in my opinion, clearly 
established a good stoppage in transitu, is entitled to have the goods given 
upto him. I need proceed no further, but in case this view should be held 
erroneous I proceed. Secondly, Mr. Liebert has established a trust in the 
goods in his favour to have the proceeds of sale applied to honouring the 
acceptance for £3,468 9s. 2d. and interest and commercial {expenses, but 
any surplus beyond that purpose belongs to the estate of the bankrupts. 
The goods must therefore be given up to Mr. Liebert’s agents here for sale, 
they giving security as shall be arranzed to keep and render an account of 
sales, so as that in case of an appeal Mr. Liebert shall fail to sustain his 
title under the stoppage in transitu it may be known what, if any, the sur- 
plus is. It is admitted at the bar that by proceed is meant but proceeds 
after recouping to the bankrupt’s estate the expenses of transit and 
freight and insurance, &c., for which the estate will have to be credited in 
the first place, in caso of Mr. Liebert’s failing inthe stoppage in tran- 
situ question, should be held to succeed on his title under this his 
equitable lien. As to costs, I think the usual course on such motions as 
the present is that the costs of Mr. Liebert, as between party and party, 
should be paid out of the bankrupts’ estate. The official assignee’s costs, 
as between solicitor and client, must also be so paid. 

Mr. Pollard said that the Chief Justice should bear in mind that the 
case was one involving the finest legal distinctions of almost any cause 
which could arise. It was also the first time that a decision had been 
given on such a heading as that of the invuice. Mr. Liebert, he thought, 
might be very well satisfied with what he had got. Mr. Masson, as offi- 
cial assignee, had simply done his duty in opposing on behalf of the 
general body of creditors; and he thought it would be unfair to allow the 
costs to fall upon the estate. 

The Chief Justice said that he could not but say that Mr. Liebert had 
done quite right in coming into court, and thereby saved the estate much 
more heavy costs; he might have kept this court at arm’s length, and 
proceeded in another and much more expensive way. Ila thought the 
usual rule held good, that the costs be paid out of the fund, in the case 
where both parties had bebaved properly. 

Mr. Pollard remarked that, of course, that fund was the goods. 

Chief Justice: No, the estate, the fund from which tle creditors are 
paid. 

Mr. Pollard then said that at least Liebert oucht to pay for the freiht 
and insurance premium ; they could surely not take possession of the goods 
carriage free, and not pay the expenses due upon them. 

The Chief Justice replied that his opinion as given in the instructions to 
the jury in the J/in case was opposed to Mr. Pollard’s opinion. He might 
be wrong, but that was his opinion. 

Mr. Whyte applied for an order for the delivery of tho goods. 

Mr. Pollard said that such might be done on security. He would move 
for an appeal at once, and he would give his consent to the execution of 
the decree, subject to the security. The value of the goods, he was in- 
formed, had been enhanced considerably during the stoppage; they would 
re fetch $3.60, while the price at the time of the stoppage was only

SINGAPORE. 

Dates are to the 7th August. The London Mail of the 26th 
June arrived on the 27th July, with telegrams to the 13th 
July. 

The subject of the riots at Penang, &c., which has been noticed 
in the Straits Times, has received the attention of the Executive 
Council, and two Bills have been laid before the Council, one for 
the registration of societies, and the other for the better pre- 
servation of the peace, which, operating conjointly, will, it is to 
be hoped, meet the necessities of the case. The provisions of 
the first secures the disclosure of the constitution, officers, and 
place of mecting of every lawful society ; and the latter gives 
power to the Government in cases of disturbances to impress 
into their service special constables from any of the population, 
and doubtless the selection would fall upon the headmen of the 
societies whose members were at feud with one another. 

The expedition which started for the Nicobars, with a view 
to ascertain the truth of the rumour that several Europeans 
were held in bondage there, and, if the rumour proved true, to 
endeavour to effect a rescue of them, had not yet returned, but 
was gxpected ina few days. A serious catastrophe occurred in 
the Straits of Malacca; the steamer Bombay Castle, bound 
hence to Bombay, left Singapore on the 30th ult., and about 
twelve hours after starting ran down the native trading 
brig Black Diamond, which had about sixty people ona 
board; the brig sank a few seconds after being struck, and 
about 20 of her passengers and crew perished, the others having 
been rescued by the boats of the steamer. The escape which 
the colony made a month ago from the purchase of a steamer at 
a cost of some £22,000 has proved to some extent only a re- 
spite, and a vessel of half the size, and less than half the worth, 
has just been added to the public property of the colony for 
the sum of £13,500. The Executive had its own way in this 
matter, and it is to be hoped it will accomplish with this new 
purchase something worthy of the money. 

The Straits Times, in its notice of an article on the “ Straits 
Government,” which appeared in the London and China Express 
of the 26th June, has the following remarks :— Our object in 
noticing the article in the China Express is not altogether to 
consider the public questions it moots. It contains animad- 
versions against our late Governor, General Cavenagh, which 
every honest man here must read with regret. We were 
never blind to nor silent over General Cavenagh’s errors of 
judgment, and we have had mgny differences on _ public 
questions ; but even his worst enciuies, if indeed he really 
had any, could not say of him that he shirked his work, or the 
responsibility of his position. His hands, it is true, were in a 
great measure tied, but so far as he could act he acted promptly 
and fearlessly ; indeed, too promptly, according to the opinions 
of some, as in thegTringanu case, and others, The spectacle 
of General Cavenagh going home by the P. and O. steamer, to 
which the writer of the article, with questionable taste, refers, 
was the spectacle of a worthy officer unostentatiously retiring, 
with hut ‘scanty reward, from the service of a country which 
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will continue fo: bear the good fruits of his indefatigable in- 
dustry.” 
In another column two correspondents’ letters will be found 


on this subject also.

CosprerctaL.—Inports.—We have had an active demand for Grey T 
cloths and low numbers of yarn, chiefly for the China markets, and a fair 
amount of business has been done in Grey Shirtings for export to Siam. 
Most holders are willing to sell, and no change of importance has taken 
place in quotations. There is no speculative feeling in our market, and any 
demand existing is for actual consumption or for export. Grey Shirtings, 
39 in.:—There has been a good enquiry for 8} Ibs. at from $3.25c. to 
$3.20c. per piece ; prices gave way & little on the arrival of supplies from 
home, and though stocks are reduced, there are still sellers at our lower 
quotation. 7 lbs. move slowly at $2 60c. to 624c., and 6 Ibs. at $2.30¢. 
to 40c. per piece. 

Exports.—The export market has shown rather more activity, and 
the value of some of our principal staples has slightly advanced. The 
improvement is doubtless to be attributed to the downward movement in 
exchange, and to the increased quantity of homeward shipping which has 
been available. Gambier has been moving pretty freely at $2.774 to 80 per 
pic. (15s. 53d. to 15s. 7d. per cwt. f.o.b.) There are still buyers at our lower 
quotation, but dealers are holding firmly for the recent advance. Black 
Pepper is not plentiful, and the few transactions reported are chiefly at 
$5 15-20 per pic., which is the present value of the article.

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

llonc Koxo.—aArrivals with general cargo comprise the steamer Thales 
and barque Veronica from Liverpool, on 16th and 17th July respectively, 
and the Northfleet and Solent from London on the 16th July. These large 
arrivals have, for a time, completely checked operations in Grey Cotton 
Goods. The Northfloet and Solent have experienced very severe weather, 
and it is expected that their cargoes are sea-damaged to a considerable 
extent; the Chinese, therefore, hope to supply their wants from the large 
auction sales on underwriters’ account which are expected shortly to take 
place, and in the meanwhile are not disposed to make offers for sound goods. 
Small sales reported of Yarn, prices unchanged, with limited inquiry. T- 
Cloths are still scarce, and rates tolerably firm. White Shirtings continue 
neglected, and only a slight improvement is noticeable in Fancy Cotton 
(joods. Raw Cotton has continued to come forward from India in very 
large quantities since July lat. An improvement in the demand for 
Woollens is at length noticeable, as the time of year is approaching when 
the attention of the dealers is turned tu these goods. With the exception 
of Long Ells, quotations are slightly advanced “all round.” Large sales 
of Nail Rod Iron are reported, at an advance of 5 to 10 cents. Bar and 
Hoop Iron have also been in fair demand. The arrival of the London 
ships, although bringing large supplies, has not weakened rates, as nearly 
all the iron they bring bas long since been sold to arrive. Lead remains 
firm, and stocks are rapidly decreasing. The market for Coals has been 
much weakened by Jarge arrivals from home, chietly of Newcastle cos}. 
Rates may be quoted about half-a-dollar to a dollar lower. It would now 
be very diflicult to obtain 15 dols. per ton for Welsh coal ex ship, and for 
Newcastle 134 dols. to 14 dols. is about the highest price for Coal afloat. 

Cantox.—Very little business has been transacted during the fortnight. 
Rates for cotton are unchanged. Lead has still an upward tendency. 
Considerable sales of quicksilver have been made at about former prices. 

SHANGHAL—Grey Shirtings: There has been a great demand for these 
goods; in 8lbs, 4 oz. best makes, prices have advanced to Tis. 2.90, and 
sales are reported of 70,000 to 75,000 pieces at from Tis. 2.75 to 2.91. 








Tho question of freight per steamer Ajax has not been 
settled yet by some of the consignees. The owners claim to 
have performed the passage to Gravesend in seventy-five days, 
by an hour, while the consignees contend that she must be in 
dock in seventy-five days or submit to the reduction of 30s., as 
per agreement. The consignecs are justified in their view but 
it should have been stated on the bill of lading.

FvocHow.—Congou: There isno change to advise in the market dur- 
ing the fortnight; a ‘arge business has been done chiefly for Australia, and 
the cargoes of some sixteen vessels for that market have now been pro- 
vided. Teas have been coming down freely the last few days, and the 
arrivals are slightly in excess of last year. The poor quality of the first 
arrivals of the second crop has not been borne out, the higher country 
teas being very fairly made, and particularly strong and pungent in the 
cup. The market closes quiet, with teamen willing sellers. Souchong: 
The balance of the stock has been nearly all cleared off, at about former 
quotations. Pekoe: One or two chops of true black and white feathery 
leaf have been taken for England. Oolong: Nothing doing. The 
miserable accounts received from New York will probably retard the open- 
ing of the market. Scented: The stock is very heavy, and wo look for a 
drop in prices. 

Capron: —A moderate business prevailed during the early part of the 
fortnight, but teas being really cheap the demand increased, and consider- 
able settlements of Scented Teas have been effected during the past week, 
the market closing decidedly firmer.

SILK, 

SHANGHAI.—Eazrly in the fortnight many intending purchasers, alarmed 
at the unfavourable telegraphic advices then to hand, remained out of the 
market, and but few transactions took place; subsequently, however, the 
market, acted upon by the home news of the 18th June, caused prices to 
decline considerably, which induced operators to commence purchasing, 
and a fair business has been the result. The settlements are estimated 
at 2,500 bales, 1,000 bales of which are settled on joint account with the 
silkmen. Owing to the small proportion of chop silks on offer, the ma- 
jority of the settlements consist of medium and common descriptions. 
Prices have declined taels 20 to 30 per picul for Chop Tsatlees; taels 25 
to 40 for common and market Tsatlees; 30 to 40 per picul for Karshing 
Taysaams; and taels 45 to 50 for Hainings, and the market closes weak. 

Canton.—Throughout the fortnight the market has continued inac- 
tive, transactions having been limited to best selected parcels of both Short 
and Long reels, for which very high rates have been paid. The usual 
market Tsatlees have been rather neglected. It is said that the third crop 
will produce about 700 bales of fine silk.

THE REVISION OF THE CHINA TREATY. 

As the time approaches for a revision of our treaty with 
China, public attention naturally turns to the possibility of 
carrying into effect such alterations and amendments as cx- 
perience has shown to be desirable ; and in making a tour of 
the open ports to collect information and receive opinions on the 
subject, Sir RutHerrorD Axcock has taken the first step to- 
wards the fulfilment of an important duty. Many and various 
are the suggestions already put forth. <A further modification 
of the tariff, permission to work coal mines and construct rail- 
ways, liberty to navigate the inland waters, an improvement in 
the system of transit dues, and protection from Mandarin 
“squeezes,” are some of them; and all that we have here 
enumerated are doubtless more or less feasible. Indeed, we 
have already blamed the British Minister for his want of zeal 
in endeavouring to secure a concession for the “ China Railways 
Company” last year. Railways once introduced would soon 
become popular, the telegraph would follow as a matter of 
course, and the two combined would do far more towards de- 
veloping the resources of the country than the opening of fifty 
new ports. The use of steamers on the lakes and rivers 
would have the same effect in a less degree, and (as 
has been ably pointed out by the Worth China 4Aerald) 
neither would materially interfere with existing  inte- 
rests; for, as old methods of traffic are gradually super- 
seded, new sources of industrial prosperity would be created. 
A change in the transit dues system is indeed urgently needed, 
for at present Article XXIII., which provides that imports or 
produce the property of British merchants may be conveyed to 
or from an inland market by payment of a single charge of not 
more than 24 per cent. is practically a dead letter. Goods in 
charge of natives are not allowed the benefit of the clause, and 
experience has shown that the lives of foreign supercargoes 80 
employed are not always safe. As for the “ squeezes,” we sup- 
pose they can never be entirely avoided ; but some check upon 
them is absolutely necessary, and must be practicable, more 
especially at Amoy, where (as we recorded in a recent issue) the 
black mail levied on some descriptions of goods has actually 
reached ninety per cent. The importance of these things can 
hardly be exaggerated, and it is unfortuvate that Sir RuraEr- 
ForD ALCOCK, when they are urged upon him, seems to think 
it incumbent upon him rather to check than to encourage the 
enterprising spirit which manifests itself in a desire for such 
increased facilities. 

But there is one concession that rumour says will be re- 
‘ quired in the revised treaty, the necessity of which we cannot 
endorse ; we allude to the opening of a new port on the Yang- 
tsze. By ail means let us demand free ingress into the interior ; 
let us strive to develop trade at the ports already oper to us, by 
connecting them by railway and telegraph with the great in- 
land marts; but until this has been accomplished, and the 
trade has been restored to a thoroughly sound and healthy 
state, let us have no more ports opened, either on the Yangtsze 
or elsewhere. There are too many of them already, and we are 
even prepared to assert, at the risk of provoking denunciations 
from many quarters, that the opening of the Yangtsze ports was 
a mistake from the beginning. We do not mean to impute any 
hlame to the merchants who so strongly urged the measure on 
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Lord Exem, nor to his Lordship for acceding to what doubtless 
seemed a not unreasonable requisition ; but the experiment has 
undoubtedly resulted in a total failure, and we do most un- 
hesitatingly condemn any attempt at a repetition of it. Look 
at what Shanghai was before Hankow was opened, and what it 
is now! Then Shanghai was a rising place; its trade was 
sound and profitable ; property was valuable, but not extrava- 
gantly so; and the increasing prosperity of the port was the 
theme of general admiration. After the opening of Hankow 
came a brief period of unnatural inflation, and then one of 
rapid decadence—the course of which we need not trace, for 
its unhappy details are but too familiar to all our readers— 
ending in a total collapse. We have not a moments hesitation 
in fixing on the opening of the Yangtsze ports as the primary 
cause of this disaster. Instead of creating a new trade, it only 
diverted into fresh channels that which already existed, and on 
which the prosperity of Shanghai depended. The enormous 
and costly establishments of the Shanghai merchants, 
their houses, godowns, and numerous assistants had still 
to be maintained, and (owing to the inflation we have 
alluded to) at a heavier expense than before; while the 


trade that these appliances were designed to carry on was 


actually being transacted elsewhere—and at what acost ! They 
had now either to-sink large sums in founding branch establish- 
ments at Hankow, or to pay commissions and charges to agents 


there ; to support a fleet of large steamers to keep up the com- 
munication, necessitating new wharves, more godowns, and a 
hundred other items of expenditure, all of which had, directly 
or indirectly, to be borne by the trade—and all this for what ? 
To sell their imports at Hankow for much the Same prices as 
they formerly fetched in Shanghai, and to buy tea there at 
prices averaging ten taels per picul more than had ever been 
paid before !

far from being the case. New firms sprung up—new specula- 


tors appeared in the market, and an era of ruinous competition 
ensued, in which even old-established houses were drawn into 


the vortex, and contested the palm of superlative recklessness 


with those who had al) to gain and nothing to lose in the 
struggle. The career of Dent and Co. in Shanghai is a grand 
and yet a terrible example. Ranking, but lately, as one of 
the two first and greatest houses in China; renowned for 
wealth and stability ; esteemed for its liberality and public 
spirit—what has it now become? And, though “a triton 
among minnows,” is it not a fair type of many others? 

Had the decadence of Shapgkai been balanced by an accession 
of prosperity to the river ports, there might be less cause for 
regret ; but this is clearly not the case. Havkow is no better 
off than Shanghai. In fact, in a vast number of cases the same 
firms are equally intcrested in both ports, and yet have been 
promoting a destructive rivalry between the two ; playing, as it 
were, a game between the right hand and the left, but both losing, 
for ‘a house divided against itself cannot stand.” This brings 
us back to our original argument, that the true way to develop 
the trade is not to open new shipping ports, which will merely 
split it up into still smaller sections, but to endeavour to con- 
nect each existing port, by means of railways, with the prin- 
cipal inland cities near it. We will even go further, and suggest 
—in all humility—this question for consideration : The opening 
of Hankow and Kiukiang having proved a failure, would it not 
be an act of prudence to retire from them altogether? The 
first loss is sometimes the best, and Shanghai, where so much 
wealth has been sunk and such vast interests are at stake, 
would then have a better chance of being restored to its former 
position. 


QTHE KING OF SIAM. 


Tue King of Siam having been much plagued by persons 
who have availed themselves of his known anxiety to obtain 
information as to foreign countries, to intrude their correspond- 
ence and their claims upon his attention, has published a 
“Notice,” to the effect that very erroneous ideas exist as to his 
own power and opulence, and that there is a great disposition 
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to practise on his supposed credulity and (vanity, in order to 
extort money or obtain favours. From the multitude of letters 
which are addressed to him by every mail he is led to suppose 
that an opinion prevails that his country is barbarous and that 
he isan easy victim to adventurers who flatter him with their 
He desires to be re- 
lieved from such importunities. Growing age and many family 
sorrows counsel him to withdraw from unnecessary cares. 


compliments aud their correspondence. 


He states that whatever may be the opinion as to his autho- 


rity the prices of the Siamese markets are regulated, as else- 
where, by the supply and demand, as are the rates of wages and 
the cost of work; that the collection of taxes is settled by his 
Ministry ; that his supremacy is recognised by his nobility and 
people, protected by whose opinion he lives happily with his 
family ; that it is not only by his personal authority that the 
country is ruled ; but that the power of the Sovereign cannot 


be greater than that of the commonwealth of this country. 


His Majesty states that he is compelled to be silent in conse- 


quence of the numerous communications he receives, and to 
which it is impossible he could devote his time and attention ; 
and he requests that foreigners will abstain from troubling him 
with unacceptable epistles. 
manner in which aspirants for patronage have forced them- 


selves upon the notice of the King of Siam, and perhaps they 
have been too much encouraged by the courtesy and urbanity 


of his Majesty. The following notification also betokens a 
great breach of etiquette, to say the least of it : — 


BancGkok, July 1, 1867. 
The attention of the Government has been lately called to the abuses 


which have been introduced into some of the Consulates by the sale of 


protections to foreigners, especially to Chinamen, who have no claim 
whatever to the immunities which have been granted to the subjects of the 
Sovereigns or the States having treaties with Siam. These irregularities 
have we know been checked by the representatives of the Great Powers, 
who value the rights of citizenship too much to allow them to be disposed 
of and trafficked in by Consular authority; not only to the detriment 
of the Siamese revenue, but to the injury of those to whom alone the im- 
munities have been by treaty accorded. It is reported that the Portuguese 


Consul has for a certain price paid to himself given to some hundreds of 


Chinamen certificates, as Portuguese subjects, of exemption from Siamese 
taxation, thus making his own irregularities a matter of profit to himself. 
In remote regions it is too often the case that, in the hope of escaping 
notice, which would assufedly bring with it the ceusure of the superior 
authoritics, acts are sanctioned which are wholly unwarranted by in- 
ternational lav, and which naturally create feelings of dislike and dis- 
trust towards foreigners, who forget the conditions under which they are 
allowed to trade and to locate themselves in other lands.

THE STRAITS GOVERNMENT. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph. ) 


Srirn,—We are always glad when you take notice of what is passing in 
this remote spot, and your article on the Straits Government, in your 
paper of 26th June, whilst correct as to general issue, is so faulty as to 
details that I trust you will allow me to state the true bearings of the case. 

There is no doubt that the late Government did not seek to give British 
influence its due weight with the native chiefs, and consequently a vast 
deal of misrule exists in the peninsula, ‘‘ The rajahs in which, it is noto- 
rious, are constantly at warfare with each other, and jeopardising, if not 
actually injuring, British property and interests."* Your remarks in this 
respect are both just and cogent, and merit the attention of our Govern- 
ment, but with respect to both Klang and Kessang you have been misled, 
and as what I shall now state is derived from undoubted authority, you 
may place full reliance on it, and I will make my narrative as concise as 
possible. 

The Rajah of Klang, ptime minister of the Sultan of Salangore, 
finding that he had been considerably defrauded by people who were 
collecting his revenues, proposed to some merchants of Singapore to 
farm them. This was approved by the Sultan, who set his seal to the 
contract. The arrangement was for two years from March, 1866. 
The immediate consequence was that proper persons were placed in 
various parts -of the province to administer a rude but impartial 
jastice, punish crime, and encourage trade. The revenues were derived 
from opium, spirits, and gambling farms, a tenth of the tin produced, and 
some other trifling items. The result of the experiment in the space of 
nine months was a large increase to the industrial population, the miners 
increasing from 3,000 to7,500; a revenue doubled, without any complaint 

from the people; and{an increased export of tin from 12,000 to 22,000 
piculs, which would this year have probably exceeded 30,000 piculs but 
for the events which took place in January and February last. The 
success which had crowned the efforts of the farmers created much 
jealousy among the Salangore chiefs, and these were aided, underhand, by 
some of the Malacca Chinese, whose profits had been curtailed by the pre- 


vention of smuggling, &c. Towards the end of last year Rajah Mablie,

a nephew of the Sultan, having borrowed some money and purchased 
opium and other goods, come to Klang, and refused to pay any duties, 
whether on imports or exports. The matter was referred to the Sultan, 
who returned an evasive answer. About this time also, in a quarrel be- 
tween the Bugis and Battu Baras (a tribe from Sumatra), one of the latter 
was killed, and this gave rise to a vendetta between the two races. Mahlie 
cunningly availed of this feud and intrigued with the latter, making them 
all sorts of promises. The tranquillity of the country was soon dis- 
turbed, but still no outbreak took place. On being informed of the state 
of affairs, one of the farmers left this for Klang to try and settle matters, 
and, on arrival, sent for all the various chiefs to consult as to the best 
steps to insure peace. The Sultan was also asked to assist. From 
the lith February to the Ist March every attempt was made 
to ensure peace, but the Sultan, or the chiefs, or Mahlie, found some 
fresh cause for delay. Meanwhile the natives were becoming more and 
more excited, arms and ammunition freely circulated through the country, 
and finding that nothing could be done, it was resolved to leave them to 
their own “* wicked devices.” No sooner had the Europeans left, than a 
fight took place, and several of the combatants were killed and wounded. 
Since then the farmers have not attempted to interfere, except by represen- 
tations to the Straits Authorities, and General Cavenagh was so fully sen- 
sible of the justice of these, that he recommended vigorous action to his 
successor. It subsequently became known that the Sultan of Salangore 
had all along given underhand assistance to Mahlie, and intrigued to pre- 
vent a peaceful settlement of the matters in dispute. The result of this 
treachery is, that nearly all the Chinese, numbering at one time nearly 
8,000, have left the mines; the export of tin has fallen off to something 
very small, and it will take years before confidence can be restored and 
trade attain its former lead. The chiefs of the country (Klang) were all 
in favour of the system introduced by the farmers ; they were paid monthly 
and regularly, and were better off than ever they had been. They are 
sorry for the change, but few have dared to oppose the Sultan. So much 
for that—now for Kessang. Many years ago, in the time of the Hon. 
E. Blundell, an offer was made to the Sultan of Johore to sell Kessang to 
the English, and the sum offered was $40,000, which was declined. The 
Kingdom of Johore having since been transferred by the English to the 
Tumongong (K.C.S.J.), the Sultan retired to Kessang, and having little 
or nothing to live on, he is undoubtedly hard up, and so, lately, it was en- 
deavoured to seduce him with the sum of $10,000. This he declined, but 
I have good reason to believe that he would gladly accept $40,000, and it 
would be a cheap acquisition for us, and would probably repay itself in 
five years. By all means let the Government establish British influence, 
and annex where we can do so with justice, and without rudning violently 
counter to “rights established,” private or public.—Your obedient ser-

Dear Sir,—Your article upon ‘‘ The Straits Government,” just to 
hand in your issue of the 26th June, calls for a few remarks from some 
one on the spot who is in a position to prove that the late Government 
does not deserve the “supine” character you give it in the two cases you 
instance of its relations with the adjacent native States. 

I have been at.some pains to get at the exact facts of the cases you 
allude to, because, as it has been represented to you, it would appear that 
the late Government had studiously neglected to attend to the dissensions 
amongst the different petty rulers in the Malay peninsula, whereas, from 
some experience here, I have always found that to the extent of its 
power, which I grant was limited, the local Government was always ready 
to prevent ‘‘ misery and suffering ” amongst the natives, to protect British 
interests, and to prevent any injury whatever from being done to the trade 
and commerce of the settlements. 

In the case of Klang, or rather Kallang, the facts are as follows :— 

On the 16th of last March General Cavenagh, then on his way to Penang 
to meet the Calcutta mail, previous to his embarkation for Europe, touched 
at Malacca, where he received a deputation from some of the most respect- 
able members of the Chinese community, who represented that in conse- 
quence of the dissensions between two petty native chiefs, Rajah Mah Ali 
(a relative of the Sultan of Salengore), and Rajah Dowlah, the chief en- 
trusted with the charge of the district of Kallang (who had farmed the 
collection of the revenue to an English and a Chinese merchant conjointly). 
A large quantity of tin, British property, for which the duty had been only 
paid to the officers deputed by the Sultan to receive it, had been detained 
in the Kalling River, no other steamer being available. General Cavenagh 
at once determined to proceed in the Pluto to the scene of contention for 
the purpose of protecting British interests, and making himself personally 
acquainted with the circumstances of the case. 

On the 17th of March the Pluto steamed up the Kallang River, and 
passed the stockades of the contending parties. It was found that Rajah 
Mah Ali had taken up a position below that ovcupied by the officers of 
Rajah Dowlah, and prevented auy boats from passing down, whilst de- 
sultory fighting was being carried on between the two. 
Rajah Mah Ali was at once informed that although the British Govern- 
ment had no wish to interfere with respect to the internal administration of 
the country, yet that the only ruler it would recognise was the Saltan of 
Salengore, with whom a treaty existed, and who was the acknowledged 
sovereign; and, as an intimation had been received from the Sultan of his. 
having made over the charge of the district to him, he would not be allowed 
to obstruct British trade nor levy duties in addition to that already paid 
to the Sultan's nominee, consequently the blockade could not be permitted, 
and British subjects would be at liberty to remove their property under 
the protection of the steamer. 

After the lapse of a sufficient interval {o admit of the whole of the tin 
belonging to British subjects being placed on board country boats, these 
boats were taken in tow by the Pluto, and escorted down the’ river, past 
the stockades, and well out to sea, clear of all dangers; General Cavenagh 
then proceeded to the mouth of the Langat river, leading to the residence 
of the Sultan of Salengore, and late at night despatched a letter to the 
Sultan, reminding him of his treaty obligations, pointing out the unsatis- 
factory state of affairs in the Kallang river, and requiring him to take 
active measures to prevent any further interference with British subjects. 
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In the course of the morning of the 18th a verbal message was received 
from the Sultan to the effect that he was prevented by illness from coming 
off to the steamer to pay his respects, that the contents of the letter 
would receive due consideration, and he hoped soon to forward a satisfac- 
tory reply. 

As the ‘Sultan would have to coneult his advisers, and possibly to enter 
into some negotiations with Rajah Mahali, his answer could hardly be 
expected to be received in time to allow any orders to be passed upon it 
during General Cavenagh’s tenure of office. Nothing, therefore, could then 
be done, and General Cavenagh continued his voyage to Penang, at the 
same time, with the view of giving Colonel Ord, the present Governor, 
the benefit of his local experience, he immediately furnished him with a 
detailed report of his proceedings, and, to enable him to act upon the re- 
ceipt of the Sultan’s letter, pointed out that, if the Sultan recognised the 
authority of Rajat Mah Ali over Kallang, in supersession of Rajah Dow- 
lah, then, under the terms of the treaty, he would himself be responsible 
for any unjust demands made by the former upon British subjects. If, on 
the contrary, the Sultan disowned Rajah Mah Ali, then the Rajah would 
be treated as a mere freeboater, and his stockade should be destroyed and 
the river opened, for which duty two armed steamers would be eutlicient. 

Although the Sultan’s decision was known early in April, no decision was 
taken upon it until May. In the meanwhile, a blockade had been estab- 
lished at the mouth of the Kallang River by Rajah Dowlah, by means of 
an English steamer, the Joha Bull, engaged at Singapore. This steamer 
was ordered away, and a man-of-war sent up to enforce the order, but as 
the blockade was renewed by two native gunboats, matters may be said to 
have been left in sfutu quo. 

The second case you mention is Kassang, but you are evidertly alluding 
to the district of Moar, which is the property of the quast Sultan Ali, of 
Johore, who, as you observe, is much in want of money, and is bound by 
treaty to give our own Government the refusal of it. But, in all fairness, 
how could you expect the late Government of India to make a large ad- 
vance in the shape of cash down on account of possessions which were so 
soon to pass from its hands to the Colonial-office. There is no doubt that 
this case would have otherwise received attention, because, as you say, 
added to Malacca, it would be converted into a valuable province. 

I should not have troubled you with these details but that I feel sure 
your sense of fairness would not have induced you to charge the Govern- 
moent of General Cavenagh asa “laissez fuire system" had you had an 
opportunity as I had of observing the constant care and attention that he 
always devoted to everything that could in any way advance the interests of 
the Straits Settlements during his seven years, tenure of office.—I am,

THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 


It has been stated that the Italian Government jhave 
agreed to a contract with the Egyptian Azizieh Company 
for the conveyance of the Italian mails from Alexandria to 
Brindisi, Ancona, and Venice, for the sum of £50,000 
per annum. We understand that negotiations have been 
entered on, but not approved by the directors. The Times, 
on the subject of the conveyance of the mails, &., by this 
route, has the following comments, from which it will be seen 
that the Freuch Government are not disposed to facilitate the 
present communications between France and Italy which retard 
the mails, &c., some twenty-four hours en route to Brindisi. Zhe 
Times, while pointing out the eagerness with which merchants 
avail themselves of any faster route, loses sight, apparently, of 
the difference between a few mail bags as at present, and what 
the bulk would be if our postal authorities substituted Brindisi 
for Marseilles. The average number of bags and boxes by each 
mail to and from India, China, &c., carried by the P. and O. Com- 
pany, amounts to no less than 700, measuring about 100 tons. 
Now the question is, whether it would be safe or practicable 
to convey such a vast and important quantity of correspondence 
over Mont Cenis by the railway which has just accomplished a 
trial trip, especially when we have lately had the experience of 
iuundations washing away the road. We think it would be 
a capital mistake on the part of our Postmaster-General to 
abandon Marseilles for Brindisi, which has only a single line of 
rail, In the new contract the time from Alexandria to Lon- 
don will be considerably reduced in consequence of the steamers 
proceeding vii the Straits of Messina, instead of calling at 
Malta. There is no reason, however, why we should not avail 
of the route so long as the Italian Government maixtain a 
line between Brindisi and Alexandria; but as we have before 
said, it should be treated as a light service, and subject to a 
higher scale of postage. It would be very unwise for our 
Government to give any subsidy for the line, sccing that it 
could not be trusted to supersede Marseilles. 

The following is the article in The Times :— 


Although the French and Italian authorities declined to accede to the 
arrangeme:its recently suggested for the tranamission of the Indian mail 
through Italy, an opinion seems to be gaining ground among the mercan- 
tile body that the natural force of commercial operations will before long 
compel the adoption of this route, especially under the influence exerted 
by the success.of the Mont Cenis Summit Railway. In a statement 
lately transmitted by Mr. Semenza to the Italian Minister of Public 
Works it is pointed out that for letters, parcels, and travellers cespatched 
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from London, Brussels, and Amsterdam, to India via Brindisi, a guin of 
three days might be effected, and for those from Lyons and Genoa two 
days, besides other advantages, but that the heavy portion of the home- 
ward mail will continue to be forwarded by the old route for along time to 
come, This portion is chiefly composed of Indian, Chinese, and 
Japanese silk, both raw and manufactured, which the steamers of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company and the French steamers carry from 
Alexandria to Marseijles, the former at the rate of 3,000 to 5,000, and 
the latter at the rate of 2,000 to 3,000 bales and packazes per month. 
Neither, it is said, will the route be altered for those parcels of specie and 
costly merchandise which are now forwarded eastward from Southampton. 
The more convenient rate of freight by steamer than by rail will 
always in these cases secure an undisputed preference to that service, 
Thus, goods are transmitted fram London to Alexandria, and vice versa, 
at a far less charge via Southampton than they would be via Brindisi, 
although the distance is considerably diminished in the latter instance ; be- 
cause by the Southampton route, out of a passage of 5,618 kilometres only 
130 are performed by rail, whereas by the Brindisi route, much shorter as 
it is, there are no less than 2,000 kilometres by rail. As regards the lighter 
traffic, however, it is urged the saving of a day, even of an bour, is of such 
consequence in the competition of business as to render it certain that the 
slower line must always succumb to the more speedy one; and an illus- 
tration of this tendency is cited in the fact that the merchants who have a 
commercial connection with Asia are already receiving, via Trieste, a 
duplicate of the correspondence usually transmitted via Marseilles, as it 
often happens that the duplicate reaches London a few hours, in some in- 
stances a day, in advance of the orizinal. To attain the desired accelera- 
tion via ;Brindisi, the following conditions are stated to be requisite : 

“Ist. That an arrangement should be entered upon with the French 
Post-office to the effect that the outward mail on reaching Paris at 7.30 
AM., should be promptly forwarded by express train to Susa, where it 
could arrive at 7 A.M. on the following day—namely, after a lapse of 23 
hours 30 minutes. Under the present arrangement, after being unneces- 
sarily detained 13 bours in Paris, the mail in question takes no less than 
33 hours to go thence to Susa, while the corresponding journey from Susa 
to Paris, slowly as it is performed, takes only 28 hours. 

““Qnd. That the Italian railways should transmit the Indian mail as well 
as passengers from Susa to Brindisi, and vice versa, within a lapse of about 
24 hours. . 

“3rd. That the journey from Brindisi to Alexandria should be per- 
formed in about 70 hours, which can be easily effected by employing 
steamers of a speed of 14 knots an hour.” 
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THE MONT CENIS RAILWAY ON THE BRINDISI 
ROUTE, 


In our notice last year of the Brindisi route we noticed the 
erection of a railway to supersede the old Diligence over the 
mountain between St. Michel and Susa. We noticed in our 
last that the first train had passed successfully over the ground, 
and we now give some further interesting details from The 
Times :— 

The line of railway which has been in the course of construction for the 
laat cighteen months over this pass, and which follows in the main the 
great road of the First Napolecn, was successfully traversed over its whole 
length of 48 miles by a locomotive engine. A train, composed of an 
engine and two carriages, left the St. Michel station at 6.30 a.m. There 
were present the Duke of Vallombrosa; Mr. Fell, the inventor of the 
system ; Mr. Brogden, a director of the company; Mr. Brunlees, the 
engineer, and his assistant, Mr. Bell; Mr. Blake, the agent of the com- 
pany; Mr. Alexander and Mr. Barnes, locomotive engineers; Signor 
Copello, chief engineer for the Modane section of the tunnel; Captain 
Beaumont, R.E., Mr. James Brogden, Mr. Jopling, Mr. Morris, and Cap- 
tain Tyler, R.E., on the part of the British Government. 


Mr. Fell’s system consists of the application of a central double headed 
rail placed on its side in the middle of the way, and elevated about 14 
inches above the ordinary rails. There are four horizontal driving wheels 
on the engine, under the control of the engine-driver, which can be made 
by pressure to grasp the central rail so as to utilise the whole power of the 
engine, and so enable it to work up incredible gradients without slipping. 
The carriages also have four horizontal wheels underneath, which, wit 
the central rail, form a complete safety-guard. In addition to the ordi- 
nary break there are breaks upon the central rail. It would appear, 
therefore, impossible for the engine or carriage to leave the rails where 
the central one is laid. 


The morning was admirably adaptod for the trip, the sun shioing with 
great brilliancy upon the Alpine peaks and the numerous glaciers which 
are visible in different parts of the route. After leaving the deep valley 
in which St. Michel is situated, the line passes by a gradient of | in 30 to 
the Pont de la Denise, where an iron bridge spans the River Arcq, 
near the site of that which was carried away by the inundations of 
last year. As the little train passed the village of Fourneau, the work- 
men of the grand tunnel of the Alps turned out en masse, and, as at all 
other parts of the route, they were observed stooping down, and even en- 
dangering their lives, for the purpose of inspecting the unusual mechanism 
of the engine for working on the central rail. The first very steep gradient 
of one in twelve was seen in passing Modane, and, foreshortened to the 
view, appeared on the approach as if impossible to surmount; but the 
engine, the second constructed on this system, bad already proved equal to 
the task on the experimental line, and, clutching the central rail between 
its horizontal wheels, it glided quickly up under a pressure of steam not 
more than 80lb. to the square inch without apparent effort. The progress 
was purposely slow, because no engine or carriage had previously passed 
over the line, and also to give opportunity for examining the worns. The 
damages to the road on which the line was chiefly laid were found to be 
substantially repaired by the French Government. The magnificent scenery 
around and the waterfall near Fort Sessaillon were much admired, as the 
sharp curves afforded different views while passing on the edges of the deep 
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ravines. The train entered Lanslebourg station under a triumphal arch, 
having accomplished twenty-four miles of distance, and attained an eleva- 
tion of 2,100 feet above St. Michel. 


From this point the zigzags of ascent commence, and the gradients over 
a distance of four miles were for the most part ] in 12. Looking down 
from the train near the summit, as if from a balloon, four of the zigzags 
were visible at the same instant to a depth of 2,000 feet. The power of 
the engine was satisfactorily tested in this ascent, and the summit was 
reached under salvoes of artillery from an improvised battery, and amid 
the cheers of French and Italians who had gathered to welcome the 
English on the frontier. The engine again came to a stand under a 
triumphal arch, at an elevation of 6,700ft. above the sea. Flags of the 
three nations, and a silk flag specially presented by Signor Ginaolito Mr. 
Fell, waved over a sumptuous breakfast, also provided by that gentleman. 
The hospice, the lake, and the plateau of the summit, surrounded by snow- 
clad peaks and glaciers, rising to an elevation of from 10,000ft. to 13,000ft. 
were passed, and the portion of the descent commenced from the Grand 
Croix. The railway here follows the old Napoleon road, which was 
abandoned long since for diligence tratfic on account'of the dangers from 
avalanche. Masonry-covered ways of extraordinary strength had here been 
specially provided for the railway. 


The descent to Susa was a series of the sharpest curves and secret 
gradients, ou which the central rail had been continuously laid. The 
Valley of the Dora, with Susa and the convent of San Michel, and even 
the Superga above Turin, visible for thirty miles in the distance, presented 
a magnificent panorama, as the train wound through a clear atmosphere 
round the mountain side. The confidence of the party on atrip which 
would under ordinary circumstances have been so dangerous was mani- 
fested by lheir crowding round all parts of the engine, from which, under 
a feeling of the security afforded by the central rail, they thoroughly en- 
joyed the ever-changing scenes as they passed round the edges of the 
various precipices. Susa was entered amid the acclamations of multitudes 
of spectators, and the party adjourned to dine at the Hotel de France. 
Thus was completed a journey unexampled in its character both as respects 


the steepness of gradient’, the {elevation of the summit level, and the. 


difficulty with which the curves and precipices were overcome. 
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BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for the month and seven months 
ended 31st July do not exhibit a progress commensurate with 
what might have been expected, taking the returns for the six 
months into consideration. The total value of the Exports from 
this country for the month of July amounts to £15,562,430, 
which is an increase of 4 per cent. upon the value for July, 
1866, the return for that month being £14,957,834. The 
value of the Exports for the seven months presents a decrease, 
when compared with the corresponding period of last year, of 
4 per cent., the figures showing the value for 1867 to have 
been £103,175,914, and for 1866, £107,815,664, 

The Imports for the month of June show a total value of 
£20,054,958, and for June, 1866, £23,243,939, there being 
thus a decrease of £3,188,981, or 13 per cent. For the half- 
year ended 30th June last the value of the Imports into this 
country was £103,496,351, and for the corresponding period of 
last year, £115,274,651, showing a decrease for the present 
year of £11,778,300, or nearly 1 per cent.
